Dr. Lynn Trapp, convener, 
was joined by leadership committee members Kathy Borgen, 
Richard Clarke, Robert Glover, Michael Silhavy, Roger Strat- 
ton, Anne Susag and Karen Thompson in designing and exe- 
cuting a program year to establish the chapter. There are 
more than one hundred NPM members in the Twin Cities 
which form the new chapter. 





At the January 4 gathering, after a light meal, Fr. Joseph 
Weiss, SJ, Pastor at St. Thomas More Parish, St. Paul, Minn., 
was introduced as chaplain of the chapter, who led the open- 
ing prayer at the meeting. Other business included the chap- 
ter communication system, brainstorming of events for fu- 
ture programs, sharing of members’ parish music and liturgy 
projects, and the promotion of NPM publications, conven- 
tions and all the national organization has to offer.

May you continue to 
make manifest the love of God to all.

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Felix Hell Performs at St. Thomas

Felix Hell, concert organist, will pre- 
sent a recital on Monday, March 15 at 
8:15 pm on the Gabriel Kney organ in 
the Chapel of St. Thomas Aquinas at 
the University of St. Thomas, Cleve- 
land and Laurel Avenues in St. Paul. 
The recital is free. Information on the 
Gabriel Kney organ can be found at 
http://www.stthomas.edu/music/ 
organs. 


The 24 year old German organ virtu- 
oso Felix Hell is a phenomenon in sev- 
eral ways. Hailed as “most well known 
young concert organist worldwide” (Dr. John Weaver), and 
“undoubtedly one of the major talents of the century” (Dr. 
Frederick Swann, AGO president), he “sets standards that 
many established and honored older players would struggle 
to equal” (Michael Barone in “The American Organist”). 


Felix Hell 


A liturgical and performing organist since the age of eight, he 
has given more than 650 recitals to date: in his native Ger- 
many, as well as in Australia, Canada, France, Iceland, Italy, 
Jamaica, Korea, Latvia, New Zealand, Norway, Singapore, 
Malaysia, Spain, Russia, and the USA, where he performed 
more than 450 recitals in 44 states. Orchestra concerts 
have included appearances with the Charleston (SC) Sym- 
phony Orchestra, the National Academy Orchestra of Canada 
under Boris Brott, the New England Conservatory Philhar- 
mony, the Kalamazoo (MI) Symphony, the McGill Chamber 
Orchestra, Montreal, the Gettysburg Chamber Orchestra, and 
the Deutsche Streicherphilharmonie. His debut performance 
in the famous Boston Symphony Hall took place on Novem- 
ber 2004. 


Milestones of his career were the performance of the entire 
organ works of Johann Sebastian Bach three times in the 
USA and Germany in 2006 and 2007 as well as the perform- 
ance of the entire organ works of Felix Mendelssohn in the 
USA and in Germany. 


In addition to his full concert, workshop and master class 
schedule on both sides of the Atlantic, Felix Hell holds the 
positions of Organ Artist Associate of St. Peter’s Lutheran 
Church in Manhattan, New York City, Distinguished Organist 
in Residence to the Lutheran Theological Seminary in Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania. Also, he is on faculty of the Sunderman 
Conservatory of Music in Gettysburg, holding the position as 
Assistant Professor . 


Felix Hell was born on September 14, 1985, in Frankenthal/ 
Pfalz, Germany. He took his first piano lesson at the age of 
seven, and began organ study after his eighth birthday. On 
Easter 1994, still eight years old, he performed in his first 
service as an liturgical organist. Also in 1994, he partici- 





pated in the German competition for young musicians, 
“Jugend musiziert”, and was awarded with two First Prizes in 
organ playing, followed by First Prizes in 1996 (piano solo), 
1997 (organ solo) and 1999 (piano solo). 


After two years of private lessons, Felix Hell pursued his or- 
gan studies at the Hochschule fur Kirchenmusik in Heidel- 
berg. In September 1999 he enrolled at The Juilliard School, 
New York, where he was awarded a merit-based full tuition 
scholarship. In September 2001 Felix Hell was admitted at 
The Curtis Institute of Music in Philadelphia, where he stud- 
ied with Dr. Jonn Weaver and Alan Morrison. He received his 
Bachelor of Music degree in May 2004 at the age of 18. 
Felix Hell pursued his graduate studies, under the guidance 
of Donald Sutherland, at the Peabody Institute in Baltimore, 
where he received the prestigious Artist Diploma in May 
2007, and the Master of Music degree in May 2008. 


Additional coaching he received in courses and/or private 
lessons with Professors Martin Lücker, Pieter van Dijk, Oleg 
Yantchenko, Wolfgang Rubsam, Leo Kramer, Franz 
Lehrndorfer, Martin Jean, Marie-Claire Alain, Joan Lippincott 
and Dame Gillian Weir. 


Since September 2008, Felix Hell is continuing his studies 
within the Doctoral Program of the Peabody Institute. 


Felix Hell’s discography includes eight CDs, critically ac- 
claimed by the public as well as by experts. His music has 
been broadcast numerous times, including a ninety-minute 
featured solo program, by PIPEDREAMS of Minnesota Public 
Radio (host: Michael Barone), as well as by radio stations of 
Germany, the Netherlands, Australia, New Zealand, and by 
the BBC in Great Britain. 4

Here are samples of places, dates and programs: 


e Our first dinner meeting was on Jan. 11, 1911 at 
the Hotel Ryan in St. Paul. Nineteen people at- 
tended. 

e The third meeting on Feb. 15, 1911 was at St. 
Mark’s in Minneapolis (it wasn’t a cathedral until 
1941). The Czerwonky String Quartette performed 
in the Handicraft Hall. Also, a paper was read on 
“Some Neglected Church Composers.” 

e The fourth meeting at St. John the Evangelist in St. 
Paul also included our first public service. That was 
on Wednesday, March 15, 1911. Dinner was 
served at 6:30 in the Guild Hall and the service be- 
gan at “quarter before eight.” 

e The fifth meeting was named “Annual Meeting” and 
took place on April 26, 1911 at Plymouth Congrega- 
tion Church. The annual reports of the secretary 
and of the treasurer...”showed the Chapter to be in 
a flourishing condition financially and otherwise.”

VocalEssence Founder and Artistic Director Philip Brunelle 
was recently honored with a “Local Legend” award at the 
20t annual Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. Holiday Breakfast. The 
sold-out event - hosted by the United Negro College Fund 
and the General Mills Foundation - was held on Monday, 
January 18 at the Minneapolis Convention Center and fea- 
tured the Rev. Dr. Joseph E. Lowery as keynote speaker. 


Each year, the annual holiday breakfast includes the presen- 
tation of Local Legend awards, honoring those with a legacy 

of service who have dedicated themselves to helping others, 
while illustrating Dr. King’s commitment to nonviolent social 

change. 


Philip Brunelle, conductor, choral scholar and performer, has 
devoted his career to sharing the rich history of wonderful, 
yet undiscovered, choral music. Under his leadership 20 
years ago, VocalEssence launched WITNESS, an initiative 
that celebrates the contributions of African Americans to 
American heritage through concerts, recordings and educa- 
tion. This year alone, 7,500 students in 40 schools will par- 
ticipate in WITNESS.
